The Baltimore police, or at least its internal affairs component, whitewashed 

and continues to c6er up violations of its own reeerd3 and thefts from me by a police- 

man v;ho was moonlighting for two writers. His name is Richard Uaybright. tin of my last 

knowledge he uas still on the force. The police themsolvec discovered improper and I 

think illegal uses of its computer system which ties in with so many other such systems. 

As 1 now re.:all the detective jfho phoned me, named Adams, referred to tv/o separate police-

men they suspected. One was’^arrison Edward Divings tone. lie liad brought Way aright here 
to do research injjny records for him. Then Waybright same often and usually alone and 
as I do with all writing in the field, gave him full access. 

When Adams phoned mo several years ago I then had no specific recollection of any 
statement Waybright had made too ma about his uses of the computer system for Livingstone. 
When j- mentioned this to Ln she reminded me of ocuasions on which ho liau told usje tliat 
he was using the police computer networks for Civingstone xnd oven offered to do tliat 
for us, to her. 

I tnld Adams he should speak to her, told him ho is i$0como to ccess to all my 

records tliat could be voluminous, depending on how much ho would want to examine, he 

expressed no interest in them and did not even aslc me to send him any 1 beejiovod might 

bo relevant. He did not give me an address in the event I thought of any he might 

want to see. 

Uhile I have no personal knowledge of it I believe the improper use of the computer 
systems is strictly prohibited and may be illegal. If it were known it might makes some 
problems for the Baltimore police. 

What was stolen from rno of which 1 know uity a single exception, was of interest 
to tho sdcond of the two writers for. whom Waybright works and nobody else working in 
my files ever had interest in those matters. The one exception that comes to mind is 
what Waybright could have stolon for himself because it can liave considerable value 
if he can make the right connection for it. It -..as some tiling lie would liavo learned about 
only by prowling in our basement, which he had many longthy bpport4/niti n: tojah^do when 
ostensibly researching for Livingstone. Use of tho stairs to our basi.^eut, idarlc all 
the records 1 got by all those FOIA lawsuits and most of my own records ora, is dangers 
ous for both ^il and me. It has been for me for years and when ..ay bright a3 there I was 
then rarely going down. I almost never do now.

What I oucloce i :3 all that 1 believed necessary to tliat writing but there is much 
wore information on wliat W* .ybright wan doing for Livingstone, all of it, as * under- 
state Ur* police regulations, the IdLnd of outside work prohibited for the police. He 
flusgo*! Mr. police bailee in Balias and represented tliat his uork there was official 
Baltimore police business ..'hen it obviously Was not. ^ i/as inherently anej. by hi3 

presence directly involved in i/i vines tone's terrorization of an elderly and ill couple 
of whom the mail was in term’nal illness in an effort to get a false confession of in- 
volvement in the JFK assassination! By his presonfe there lie was also involved in '“iving- 
stoneb tlirents to others in tliat area because ho was visibly with Livingstone then. I 
lave several reports of Ids saying that he was there o J/ police business when he epoko to 
people or wanted thou to speak to him. I have it in writing tliat he threatened to kill 
a nan and 1 have Livingstone 1 n letters saying tliat he had or would prevent tliat.

wrote the seme letter to so many of us the same day indicates it was under instructions 
and perhaps that he was given '.lie time to do them all tlat one day. Knowing tliat it was 
iu all particulars false, in tonal affairs closed the book on his crimes and violations.

Moreover, I believe he can be dangerous* Three times * have told him noijto return 
here but when lie did after a lapoo of time 1 feared telling him to go away. It is my 
concern over his potential for violence that made me happied to have Waybright doing hid 
renear di for* lain, that and tho fact that Livingstone also wasted mucb time for us. 
•Livingstone told uo of a second Baltimore policeman also working for him. 

If you get tlds it will bo because tlie police refuse tod do anything to right the 
wrongs done by one oi* them, by them also, and in nit recovering my stolen property f of 
lie. I tliink that in tho normal course of police afi till! they could get the LA police to 
do tliat when the case against Lifton is worse tliai merely accepting stolen property, it He 
has to have directed what Way bright stole for him.
